on drifting. 
Senate leaders have decided there 
shall be no adjournment before the 
November session and some house 
leaders are understood to agree. 
There may he breathing spells oc­ 
casionally— "five minute 
recesses" 
lasting several days, as af present 
— but final adjournment appears a 
long way off. 
Budget Issue Now 
Little or nothing is expected to be 
done by either branch until the re­ 
vised budget finally Is enacted. The 
house finance committee was to re­ 
sume considering it today. 
The 
house may get it sometime during 
the week. 
Several days, possibly 
weeks generally, are 
expected to 
pass before the revised money bill 
is finally passed and sent to Gov. 
Davey. 
The governor has indicated that 
he will veto any increases In excess 
of $500,000 above his $8,800,000 cuts 
from the original bill. 
It now ap­ 
pear* definite that the increases 
will exceed $1,000,000. 
The gover­ 
nor has IO days in which to con­ 
sider the bill, 
lf he again cuts It 
extensively sn effort to override 
his vcu.w* probab'y will he maHi. 
Senate leaders havA decided that 
after the budget is disposed of. they 
will consider next 
year's 
relief 
financing and then a permanent tax 
program. 
The tax 
program, the 
special senate tax committee 
has 
decided, shall consist only of reen­ 
actment of the sales tax with pos­ 
sible amendments eliminating some 
of the present exemptions and ex­ 
tending the tax to some classes of 
service. 
Building Program Doomed 
W hile the governor says he hopes 
the legislature will pass a building 
program bill, calling for combined 
federal and state expenditures of 
$5,454.0(10, there appears to be little 
hope of enactment. 
Many 
mem­ 
bers say the measure is now dead, 
and that lf enacted it could not be 
carried out. as federal funds will 
not be forthcoming. 
The program 
contemplates 
an 
allotment 
of 
$2,454,000 federal money. 
The governor has 
dumped two 
other controversial subjects into the 
lawm akers laps since they went 
Into 
“ five-minute 
recess." 
One, 
the proposed crime bureau, is ex­ 
pected to revive the political fight 
centered around it during the regu­ 
lar session last 
spring, and pre­ 
vented it from coming to vote in 
either branch. 
The other, a drivers' license bill. 
was finally passed by the regular 
session 
after 
a 
prolonged fight. 
Gov. Davey vetoed it because he 
considered the fees loo low.

ENEMY OF WAR, DIES 


British Statesman Stricken 


Ignorant of New Crisis 


LONDON, Oct. 21— Arthur Hen­ 
derson, implacable foe of war, died 
without knowing hi* great dream 
of world peace had been shattered 
by 
the 
boom 
of 
guns 
In 
East 
Africa. 
Attaches of the West End nursing 
home where the president of 
the 
world disarmament conference died 
last night disclosed today that Hen­ 
derson— whose 
indefatigable cru­ 
sade for peace was Inspired by the 
death of his eldest son in the World 
war— had net seen a newspaper for 
six weeks. 
Nor had the 72-year-old statesman 
been told of the mounting European 
crisis for fear 
the 
shock would 
prove too greal. 
Scores of the nation's leaders In­ 
tent on forging Great Britain’s for­ 
eign policy where he left off in 1931, 
when the labor government fell, 
paid him a tribute as a gentle, be­ 
loved idealist known as "Uncle A r­ 
thur." 
George Lansbury, who succeeded 
Henderson as chairman of the par 
H am en tar y party in 1931, said: 
"I 
wish 
his 
passing 
might 
induce 
statesmen of the world, even at this 
late hour, to call a halt In the mad 
race of armaments.” 
The death of 
Henderson, who 
started life as an iron moulder In 
Glasgow, Scotland, marks the pass­ 
ing of the first of a coterie of hum­ 
ble-born British workmen who ded­ 
icated their youth to the upbuild­ 
ing of British labor la the pre-war 
fears.

GERMANY NO LONGER 
MEMBER OF LEAGUE 


Resignation Submitted Two Years 
Ago Becomes Effective

G E N E V A . Oct. 21 — Germany 
ceased to be a member of 
the 
League of Nations at noon today. 
Just before midday 
two years 
ago, the German consul whose of­ 
fice Is adjacent 
to the 
League 
secretariat 
walked

street and deposited the two-year 
preliminary notice of resignation. 
Today. Just after Germany juridi­ 
cally left the Iveague, the German 
consul, Dr. W. Krauei, prepared to 
entrain 
for Berlin to discuss with 
his government the new character

Reich and Geneva. 
It was anticipated that Germany 
would follow the example of the 
United States and coperate with 
the League whenever possible. Dr. 
Krauei was expected to return by

Lava l— whose conciliatory efforts 
of recent weeks were given a vote 
of confidence with his victory in 
Sunday's parliamentary elections— 
was reported, unofficially, to have 
received sugaestions from ll Duce 
for settlement of the East African 
conflict. 
The premier was said lo be await­ 
ing the debate in the British par­ 
liament this week before submit­ 
ting the proposals to London. 
French officials would not com­ 
ment on the report, but they said: 
"The 
greatest 
problem 
now 
seems to be to get Emperor H all* 
Selassie to accept Italian terms.” 
In Paris, Mussolini wa* consider­ 
ed certain to refuse to 
return tn 
Haile Selassie any of the Ethiopian 
territory his armies already have 
occupied. 
In Early Stages 
Authoritative quarters in London 
indicated the proposals for peace 
m East Africa 
were 
cryatalising 
after diplomatic con versa t Iona in 
Rome, Parts and London. 
It * as emphasized, however, such 
proposals were In the very earliest 
stages, and It would he erroneous 
to say that anything definite 
bad 
developed, or to say greal optim­ 
ism prevailed. 
London circles said any East Af­ 
rican peace plan must be wholly 
acceptable both to Emperor Hallo 
delaasia and to tha League of Na­ 
tion*.

Parliament to Debats 
The opening of the British par* 
liament tomorrow, with its certain 
debate on the international situa­ 
tion, was uppermost in the thoughts 
of diplomats today.

Jioarc, the foreign secretary, for a 
complete 
analysis of the British 
position and felt it likely Sir Sam­ 
uel might dwell, al least briefly, 
on the possibilities for peace. 
As the Italian armies were mass­ 
ed between Aduwa and Adigrat, in 
northern Tlgre province, (or tha 
"big push" southward tuto the in­ 
terior, an Ethiopian communiqu*, 
Issued at Its legation in London, 
warned Italy against the "ghastly 
methods" of poison gas and'dum ­ 
dum bullets. 
The legation said it had Imper­ 
ial substantiation of Italy'* use of 
“ unfair and ultra-civilized methods 
of warfare.” 
"W e take the opportunity,” th* 
communique said, "hereby, to warn 
the Italian forces that lf they con­
